STATE FISH HATCHERY 


Commissioner Miles Getting Pointers 


From Other States. 
Indianapolis, May 12.—State Fish 
and Game Commissioner Georg e W. 
Miles went to Madison, Wis., today 
to beg in a stu dy of the Wisconsin fish 
hatcheries, with a v iew to adopting 
Wisconsin methods at proposed hatch­ 
eries in this state. 
Under the act of 
the recent g eneral assembly concern­ 
ing the powers of the fish and g ame 
commissioner, 
Miles mu st spend a 
minimu m of one-fou rth of the total 
proceeds of his office for the propag a­ 
tion of fish and g ame in the state. 
Heretofore 
the 
commissioner 
has 
spent approx imately $15,000 a y ear in 
the propag ation of g ame birds, and the 
effort is still in an ex perimental stag e. 
Mr. Miles believ es the state, with the 
ex ception of a few districts, is su ffi­ 
ciently stocked with g ame birds to 
show whether or not the transplanting 
of species will be a su ccess, and he 
believ es the birds shou ld hav e time to 
show w hether they will thriv e in this 
climate before mu ch more money is 
spent in that direction. 
Under the new law the departm ent 
will hav e approx imately $12,000 a y ear 
for fish and g ame bird propag ation, 
and Mr. Miles proposes to spend near­ 
ly all the money for two or three 
y ears in hatching fish. 
That the pro­ 
ject can be carried on su ccessfu lly has 
been prov ed by the 
Marion Cou nty 
Fish and Game Protectiv e association, 
which is maintaining , with the help of 
the state departm ent, two bass hatch­ 
eries, where hu ndreds of thou sands of 
bass hav e been hatched and release 1 
In W hite riv er and other streams. 
Following his trip to Wisconsin, Air. 
Aliles will v isit the Michig an hatch­ 
eries, after which he will m ake a tou r 
of the" state to select sites for pro­ 
posed hatcheries.

We saw in last week's lesson that 
Uzziah, king of Judah, was evidently 
much 
helped 
by a 
prophet 
named 
Zecbariah. who bad visions of God. 
And now we see in this lesson that 
Isaiah received his commission in con­ 
nection with a vision of God 
It was 
so with Ezekiel and Zechariah. who 
wrote the prophecy called by his name; 
also with Moses and Joshua and GM 
eon. 
Daniel also had a vision of God, 
and it was not until Job could say 
"Now mine eye seeth thee” that he re­ 
ceived fullness of blessing. 
There is 
no vision of God or knowledge of God 
except through the Sou of God, whom 
we know as Jesus Christ our Lord. No 
man knoweth the Father save the Son. 
and he to whomsoever the Son will re 
veal Him. 
No man cometh unto the 
Father but by Me 
He that hath seen 
Me hath seen the Father (Matt, xi, 
27; John xiv, G, 9). 
We are not fully 
qualified for service until we have so 
seen God in Christ that no mortal man 
is big enough to come between Him 
and our soul's vision. 
The Lord alone 
must be seen and exalted, and we 


Patinos, "I was dead, and behold 1 a in 
alive forevermore" (Ilev. i, Fs> 
This 
same John, quoting from our lesson 
chapter and referring to this vision, 
said. “These things said Isaiah when 
he saw His glory and spoke of Him" 
(John xii, 41). 
Notice that the one 
whom Isaiah saw on the throne Is 
called Lord (capital L, small ord), not 
the same as LORD in verses 3. 5, 12, 
where the name is all capitals. 
The 
former is “Adonal,” my mastt^r, my 
proprietor, the one who owns me, 
whereas the latter is “Jehovah,” the 
great “I am,” who was and is and is 
to be the Creator as my Redeemer. 
If 
any mortal man owns us and he dies 
we may be in sore distress, but if the 
one whose we are and whom we serve 
is the ever living man ou the throne 
then we will have peace always. 
It is a very great lesson to learn to 
see no man any more save Jesus only 
with ourselves (Mark ix, 8.) 
Isaiah 
saw the seraphim close to the throne, 
whereas Ezekiel and John saw’ cher­ 
ubim (Ezek. and Rev. iv. with Ezek. 
x, 20). 
We know from Rev. v, 9, 10, 
and the association of the cherubim 
w ith the mercy seat and the vail that 
they represent the glorified redeemed 
from among the nations.

1. Denominational opposition, which 
has transformed some thousands of 
societies into strictly den minatlonal 
organizations, thus withdrawing them 
from the interdenominational fellow­ 
ship. 
2. Another cause of decline is lack of 
spiritual life in church and community. 
The only remedy for this is a revival 
of religion, or at least of spiritual in­ 
terest even if there is no widespread 
evangelistic effort. 
3. The removal of influential young 
people from the community who go 
aw’ay to college or elsewhere sometimes 
leaves a society leaderless for a time, 
and naturally the society suffers. 
4. The indifference or hostility of the 
pastor deadens and sometimes kills a 
society. But a pastor often gets a new 
vision of the possibilities of a ^society 
or he docs not always stay with the 
same church. 
The moral of all this is that there is 
no hopeless situation for a society of 
Christian Endeavor.—F. E. Clark, D. D.

Prayer Meeting Topic For the Week 
Be ginning M a y 14, 1911. 
Topic.—The universal duty of making 
pledges. —I*s. Ixi,'5-8. (Led by the lookout 
committee.) 
Edited by Rev. Sherman H. 
Doyle, D. D. 
There is abundant evidence in the 
Scriptures that vows or pledges are ac­ 
ceptable to God and helpful to man. It 
was not an unusual thing for the most 
consecrated godly men to make vows 
unto God. and in many instances the 
people of God are exhorted to vow 
unto Him. Testimonies are also to be 
found showing that God heard the 
vows, and ^had respect unto them. The 
psalmist in the topical'reference gives 
us such testimony 
when he says, 
“For tliou, O God, ha'st heard my 
vows." Whatever vows he had made 
in the past had been accepted, and he 
was thus encouraged to make still 
further requests. 
The universal duty of making pledges 
is suggested by the fact that there 
seems to be an instinct in man to 
make pledges or vows under certain 
conditions. When some special favor 
has been received or some forbearance 
exercised on man’s behalf he desires 
to show hisSiratitude, to do something 
that he would not ordinarily have 
done, qnd he makes a vow unto God, 
sacredly promising to offer some gift 
or to perform some service, or per­ 
haps even more naturally and more 
frequently the vow is made in the hope 
of some benefit desired, and its fulfill­ 
ment is conditional upon a petition be­ 
ing favorably answered. This natural 
tendency of man to make vows is uni­ 
versal and strongly indicates that it Is 
his duty to do so—that God expects it 
of him. God does expect us to make 
pledges junto Him and especially that 
we should take Ilis Son, Jesus Christ, 
as our Saviour and pledge to Him our­ 
selves and our all. Until we thus con­ 
secrate ourselves to Christ we have 
not fulfilled the desire of God concern­ 
ing us. 
The duty of paying vows, of keeping 
pledges, should be apparent to all. 
It 
Is emphasized in the Scriptures. “When 
thou vowest a vow unto God, defer 
not to pay it, for He hath no pleasure 
in fools.” "Defer not to pay it.” There 
may be no intention of breaking the 
vow, but how easy * it is to defer the 
payment! 
But there should be no 
postponement. 
Delay in the perform­ 
ance of duty never makes it easier or 
more agreeable. 
The sooner we do 
that which ought to be done the better. 
There is always danger in delay. The 
passing of time lessens the force of 
duty upon us, while, on the other hand, 
if we promptly and cheerfully face 
the duty of the hour, incurred by 
solemn promise, we will likely be sur­ 
prised at the ease with which it may 
be performed. 
The psalmist kept his pledge, 
n e 
paid his vows promptly and cheerfully. 
“I will sing praise unto Thy name, 
that I may daily perform my vows.” 
As Endeavorers let us keep the pledge 
that we have given to Christ as it 
pertains to the society and all its 
works. 
As Christians let us redeem 
our vows of personal consecration to 
Christ in the daily life that we are 
living, and if in time of distress or 
trouble we have made special vow3 
unto God let us not defer or refuse 
their payment.

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LABOR LEADER GIVES 
UP SLUGGERS’ NAMES 


He 
Is Tired 
of 
Operations 


of “Gun Men," 


Chicago, May 12.—For the first time 
names of men hired by organized la­ 
bor as professional "sluggers” and 
who, the police say, have been respon­ 
sible for many murders and assaults 
in labor disputes in Chicago, have been 
given to the police. Twenty-four wreck­ 
ers are employed by the plumbers and 
steamfitters, who are fighting each 
other. 
Detectives who have been de­ 
tailed to capture the labor sluggers 
were given the list of names by Chief 
McSweenv and instructed to arrest the 
men at once. 
"These names were furnished the 
police department by a labor leader 
who has become tired of the recent 
labor outrages,” said a prominent po­ 
lice official. 
"Several labor leaders 
will aid the police in rounding up the 
sluggers, and I believe that within a 
month Chicago will get rid of its pro­ 
fessional ‘gun men.’ 
Detectives will 
be hidden in buildings in course of 
construction where steamfiUers and 
plumbers are apt to clash, and in this 
way the sluggers will be captured. 
Members of the motor cycle squad 
have been ordered to follow the auto 
containing thoese sluggers, and in 
time we hope to bring up this gang.”

New York Statesman Launches Into a 
Sev ere Criticism of the Eight Senate 
Insurgents Who 
Hav e Created a 
Deadlock on the Question of Elect­ 
ing Fry e’s Successor, but La Follette 
Comes Right Back. 


W ashington, May 12. — The senate 
Repu blican 
organization 
has 
bceu 
prevented by eight insu rgent sena­ 
tors from electing Jacob Gallinger 
of New H am pshire as president pro 
tern of the senate to su cceed Senator 
Fry e of Maine, who resigned on ac­ 
cou nt of ill health. 
Seven ballots 
were tak en, bu t there was no indica­ 
tion of any possible break in the dead­ 
lock and the senate adjou rned u ntil 
Monday . 
Thirty -seven votes, or a majority of 
those voting, were necessary for a 
choice on the first and thirty -eight on 
the other six ballots. 
The highest 
vote received by Senator Gallinger 
was thirty -two. 
The Democratic sen­ 
ators voted solidly for Senator Bacon 
of 
Georgia, 
giving 
him 
thirty -five 
votes on every ballot and coming with­ 
in two votes of electing him on the 
first ballot. 
Senator Clapp of Minne­ 
sota was the candidate pu t forward by 
the insu rgents, Mr. Clapp himself vot­ 
ing for Senator Bristow of Kansas, a 
progressive. 
The Repu blican leaders in the sen­ 
ate are indignant at La Follette and 
the seven other insu rgents who con­ 
spired to defeat the party ’s candidate. 
It seems certain now 
that Senator 
Gallinger’s friends cannot hope for his 
election and that a deadlock is ahead. 
The insu rgent Repu blicans admit that 
they have a personal grievance against 
Senator Gallinger. 
Senator La Fol­ 
lette of the insu rgent revolt was dis­ 
appointed becau se the com m ittee on 
committees refu sed to permit him to 
be a m em ber of the committee on in­ 
terstate and foreign commerce. 
He 
has charged tha t Senator Gallinger 
brok e faith with him and admits that 
he is ou t for revenge. It is the u nder­ 
standing 
that 
the 
insu rgents 
are 
ready to vote for almost any Repu b­ 
lican senator bu t Gallinger. 
Senator Root lau nched into a severe 
criticism of the insu rgent Repu blicans. 
H e charged that the pairs were being 
manipu lated to bring abou t the elec­ 
tion of a Democratic president pro 
tem in su ch a way that the insu rgent 
Repu blicans might' avoid the appear­ 
ance of direct responsibility for the 
resu lt. Senator La Follette was angry . 
He glared at Senator Root. 
“I deny the right of the senator to 
m ak e criticisms against me or the 
other senators for voting as we have 
done today or to read u s ou t of the 
party ,” he shou ted. 


IT WAS UNEXPEC TED 


Estrada’s Resignation Took Washing­ 
ton Wholly Unaware. 
W ashington, May 12.—The su dden 
resignation of President E strada of 
Nicaragu a was a su rprise to officers 
of the state departm ent, who were not 
aw are that his relations with General 
Mena, the m inister of war, had become 
so acu te as to force his retirement. 
Estrada's resignation has been official­ 
ly reported 
to the departm ent 
by 
American Minister Northcott at Ma­ 
nagu a. 
Mr. Northcott said that Gen 
eral Adolfe Diaz, the vice president, 
on whom Estrada conferred the execu ­ 
tive power, and General Mena were 
work ing in accord and are forming a 
conservative cabinet. 
President Es­ 
trada, he added, is at Corinto. 
Order 
has been restored at Managu a. 
In street fighting on May 9, occa­ 
sioned by the excitement growing ou t 
of the relations between E strada and 
Mena, two persons, according to Min­ 
ister Northcott, were k illed and fifteen 
wou nded. 
Mr. Northcott added that the rela­ 
tions between the legation and the lo­ 
cal leader are cordial and friendly . 
Senor Estrada has been president of 
Nicaragu a for less than a y ear. 
It 
was only last su m m er that he su c­ 
ceeded in raising an arm y at Blu e- 
fields, on tne east coast of Nicaragu a, 
and deposing Senor Madriz, who was 
pu t in office by former President Ze- 
lay a before the la tte r’s flight iroin 
Nicaragu a.

sisted on as Means to Peace. 


El Paso, May 12.—Francisco Madero 
| has annou nced his cabinet and, with 
j Ju arez in their possession, the Mexi­ 
can insu rrectos have set u p their 
1 provisional government. 
The m em­ 
bers are: 
Dr. Yasqu ez Gomez, min­ 
ister of foreign relations; Gu stavo Ma­ 
dero, brother of Francisco, jr., minis­ 
ter of finance; Venu s Tiano Carranza, 
minister of 
war; Frederico Gonzales 
Garza, minister of the interior; Pino 
Su arez, m inister of ju stice; Ju an San­ 
chez Azcona, secretary to the presi­ 
dent. 
An effort is being made to have 
the cu stom hou se opened as soon as 
possible, in order that su pplies may 
be tak en to Ju arez from El Paso. 
Importations will be permitted to 
pass 
u nchallenged, 
providing 
the 
proper manifests are presented, ac­ 
cording to Collector Sharpe of the 
United States cu stom hou se. 
“The 
port is open as far as this office is 
concerned.” 
he 
said. 
“If 
properly 
manifested, shipments will be perm it­ 
ted to pass the same as has been in 
the past.” 
The insu rrecto cabinet will at once 
devote its energy to seek ing recogni­ 
tion from the variou s foreign govern­ 
ments. 
The captu red city was opened to the 
pu blic from El Paso y esterday after­ 
noon and thou sands flock ed to the rebel 
capital of Mexico.

He then moved to 
Bedford, where he was pastor of the 
Christian church twelve years.

The Franklin family homestead for

son. This addition was named Frank­ 
lin and it has a Franklin street.

l a s t residence of the Franklin family 
in Franklin street was just prior to 
the removal to Alexandria. 
In rerent years the 
Rrv. J oseph 
Frankiiu compiled an autobiography 
of the Franklin family. 
After trac­ 
ing his ancestry back to 1855, Mr. 
Franklin by penmanship

gested copper plate engraving, made 
a condensed review of hi- research.
